Jj|LL down through the ages men have been making 
a study of the best and most economical house- 
building material, in order to secure the essen- 
tials of permanency, durability and comfort. 
Every known material has been given an oppor- 
tunity to show its worth, but in one way or another has failed 
in its purpose. Concrete, however, has unquestionably come 
nearer to a solution of the problem than any material thus far 
known. It has established itself firmly as the building material 
of the present. When one builds of concrete, wood, stone or 
brick, he frequently feels called upon to finish with an exterior 
surface of cement, for the sake of an attractive appearance. 
Concrete is not a new material. It has passed the experi- 
mental stage. The Phoenicians were, perhaps, the first to 
discover and use cement, and the results of their labors stand 
to-day, a monument to their inventive ingenuity and to their 
foresight. 

To those unfamiliar with the terms Portland Cement and 
concrete, a word of explanation seems necessary. Portland 
Cement is the name given to a mixture of limestone and cement 
rock which has been burned at a very high temperature and 
ground to a powder finer than flour. Concrete or artificial 
stone is produced by a mixture of Portland Cement, sand and 
crushed stone or gravel, varying in its proportions to meet the 
requirements. 

There are many reasons why you should build of concrete. 
The Inost important are its permanency and durability. Con- 
crete, when mixed to the proper consistency by men competent 
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to do the work, will stand for hundreds of years. With each 
succeeding year it will form a more perfect bond which effec- 
tively withstands fire, flood, earthquake and all conditions of 
weather. Another essential feature is that a concrete house 
or cottage is warmer in winter and cooler in summer than houses 
of any other construction. A concrete house may cost slightly 
more to build than one of wood, but the cost of maintenance 
of a frame house is so great that in a short time it becomes 
more expensive than concrete, and at the same time not as satis- 
factory nor as durable. A concrete house requires no paint or 
repairs, cannot wear out, and nothing save dynamite will des- 
troy it. 

The hollow wall construction, which consists of tying to- 
gether two comparatively thin walls with either concrete piers 
or steel bars at regular intervals, has been the occasion of lively 
interest to those studying modern building methods. This 
style, while slightly more expensive, is considered by most 
Engineers and Architects to be the best form of construction for 
house-building purposes. 

Brick and stone have their limitations as to style of archi- 
tecture and adornment; wood has not as many limitations, 
while concrete, being of a plastic nature, has practically no 
limitations. 

There has, of late, been considerable interest shown in 
concrete block, and concrete tile with an exterior finish of 
stucco cement. It is less expensive than the monolithic con- 
crete and scarcely less durable. This method of construction 
is very much more satisfactory than the plain hollow concrete 
blocks, which 'have been favored by many builders in various 
localities. Stucco applied over concrete blocks or concrete tile 
gives the building a neat finished appearance, besides rendering 
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it impervious to the weather. For those desiring an inexpen- 
sive house that will fulfill practically all the requirements of 
monolithic concrete, this class of construction cannot be too 
highly recommended. 

Stucco work is cement plastering, and, in one form or 
another, has been in use for ages. It is durable, artistic and 
impervious to weather. For veneering new buildings, or pro- 
tecting old structures, and wherever the cost of solid concrete 
is prohibitive, Portland Cement Stucco cannot be equalled. 
Stucco may be satisfactorily used on wire lath, rough stone, 
brick or concrete blocks or concrete tile. 

The ineffaceable item of fire insurance is one that also 
should be taken into consideration when planning the house. 
In many states an extremely low rate of insurance is offered 
for buildings of concrete construction, and in instances where 
the floor and walls are of reinforced concrete, insurance has 
been considered wholly unnecessary, as it is impossible to des- 
troy such a building by fire, storm, earthquake or flood. 

Arguments have been put forth to the effect that concrete 
houses are damp and, consequently, unhealthy. Attention is 
called to the exhibits of the late Congress on Tuberculosis held 
in Washington. A model of a sanitary concrete house was 
awarded the first gold medal. The house is cast all in one piece, 
the walls, floors and fixtures being of reinforced concrete; win- 
dow frames of cast iron. If concrete houses were damp they 
would not have been selected as the most satisfactory for pa- 
tients suffering with tuberculosis. 

We are only just entering the age of concrete, but when 
the public will have become educated to the value of such con- 
struction there will be better, cleaner, healthier, saner and 
safer homes. 
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To insure the best results, it is necessary to employ the 
best labor obtainable. The success of concrete construction 
depends upon this and the quality of the materials and cement 
used.
